As Senator from Massachusetts when we entered the war ho 
strove to secure the Joint Committee on the Conduct of the War 
which would undoubtedly have achieved something in the way of 
Bttch coordination had the resolution providing for it been'pennitted 
by President "Wilson to prevail. Counsel ridiculed then is respected 
now. 

On November 10-lS a number of prominent civilians connected 
with educational mstitutions and national and local organizations 
interested in the mental, moral, and physical development of Amer- 
ican youth, will attend a oonferenec at the War Department with 
representatives of the Federal Government to discuss co-operation. 
"The need for a concerted effort to increase the phjraieal fitness o^ 
the young men of our eonntry was further evidenced this summer.' 
says the call to the conference, "when it was found, in some sections 
of the country, the rate of physical defectives exceeded 100 per 1000 
of the young men who applied to attend the Citizens Military Train- 
ing Camps." 

The War Doi^artment mention!? a number of non-Federal Agen- 
cies interested in developing young manhood, such as ihe home, thi- 
church, the schocds. Boy Scouts, etc., which undertake the training 
of youth up to the secondary school school age, and the Federal Oov- 
emment desires to know how it can assist. The "War Department 
desires to operate to tin uiavimnm advantage those of its agencies 
which exercise any direction of the young men of the nation, such 
as the Reserve OflBcers' Training Corps, Citixens Military Training 
Camps, ete., and this without introducing any of the debilitating in- 
fluences of governmental pattriiali.sm into the scheme of things. 
"Development in young manhood," declares Seeretaiy "Weeks, "of 
-vigorous and disciplined mind and body, co-operative q>irit and 
Btose of obligation and duty to country assures the highest type of 
citizen — and gives strt ugth to the nation."' In fact. th>- "Weeks' pro- 
gram calls for the application on a national scale of the Daily Dozen 
to American youth. It may be depended on tp enae "isms" as effect- 
ively aa the Camp methods cures "itises." 

AN Awmanio u nihiid 

The sun never seems to set without having witnessed some fresh 

end sensational American murder. At the present time a string of 
drab cases exti'iids almost from ocea to ocean, and in every instanc- 
there is an involvement of the eternal triangle. Disgusting senti- 
mentality is rife, and a dangerous tendency toward making a private 
code take the place of the law, is observaMe. Women are being 
praised for taking the law into their own hands. Men are being 
upheld for shooting down the despoiler. The crowd follows every 
sentimental appeal and twist with nods of approval, entirely careless 
of the fact that these tendencies are robbing the coorta of tiieir jnat 
functions, and making a mockers of legal justice. 

If this sort of thing continues unchecked, the American public 
raay'-^bme to look upon plain mtirder as more or less of a personal 
privilege in certain common circumstances. Already the initial re- 
action from the news of a fresh killing is one of frank curiosity rather 
than of horror. The public is more moved by the drab details of a 
. liason exposed by a pistol, than by the killing whieb the pistol has 
brought about. A portion of the public makes heroes and heroines of 
gun users, and extols as a high vertue the jealous rage which inspires 
a slaying. 

This attitude undoubtedly has been partly responsible for the 
wave of shootings whleh has swept Ibe conntiy. Oar courts must sit 

sternly above this fog of sentimentality and gush, if mudrer is not to 
become even more of a popular pnRtime in the United States than it 
is. — Cincinnati Times-Star.
